ADMITS GUILT TO POLICE 


Broken Piece Of Window Glass

In spite of his- carefully 
prepared 


plans to mislead investigators and es 
cape 
detection, I. O. Kgvedt, local 


manager of the Holland Furnace Co., 
made one little slip which resulted 
in his arrest for the robbery of the 
company's store on east College-ave 
Monday evening. 
A broken piece of 


window pane was the undoing of the 
furnace shop manager 


Egvedt, who is now in the city 


jail, facing charges of embezzlement, 
took considerable pains to make it 
appear as if the store had been broken 
into. 
His story was discredited by 


Chief George T. Prim from the start, 
but the young man adhered to it until 
the evidence had accumulated to such 
an extent that he finally confessed 
Friday afternoon. He was arraigned 
in court Saturday and his case was set 
for Wednesday. 


REPORTS TO POLICE 


The furnace company manager had 


reported to the 
police 
immediately 


after the purported robbery that the 
thief had gained entrance to the store 
Ly breaking a window, forcing open a 
desk drawer which he said contained 
$630.60 and then left by way of th,> 
rear door. 


Two companions of Kgvedt, Theo- 


dore Arndt and Rudolph Kampf, re- 
lated the following .story: The men 
planned to drive to a dance hall just 
outside the city. They stopped at the 
furnace store because the manager 
said he wished to look after the fire. 
The oth<=r 
two remained 
outside. 


When Kgvedt entered the building, 
he exclaimed that the store had been 
robbed. 
Ho called attention to the 


broken window pane, the opened rear 
door and the desk, drawer that had 
been forced open. 


DISfJKED "BOTHER" 


When 
Egvedt was questioned by 


police as to the reason of placing so 
much money in a desk drawer instead 
of the safe, he said he "didn't want to 
bother." 
Information 
obtained 
by 


police from the employes was that he 
had bocn in the habit of placing mon- 
ey in the drawer. 


The suspicious part of the window 


breaking waa that the pane had been 
cut with a glass cutter from the in- 
side. The marks of the glass cutter 
were evident. 
Kgvedt. however, de- 


clared, that an insurance 
man who 


had conducted an investigation said 
the window had been cut from with- 
out. 


The rear door of tho shop showed 


no evidence of having been tampered 
with, and the bookkeeper who was 
the last to leave the shop said she 
had bolted the door from the inside.

wbo turn out the pictures, and by his as- 
sertion he simply allocates to the public 
the share of responsibility that belongs 
to it.

NERVOUS FOLKS SHOULD SKIP THIS 


Just what is the definition of a nervous person 


a nervous correspondent inquires. 


The nerves are a highly handy institution. I don't 


know what some of our most popular physicians 
would do for a living: if people should become some- 
what less credulous about "nerves" or "nervous- 
ness" as accounting for impairment of health. 


One who is impuslivc, quick and jerky of move- 


ment, restless, twitchy, touchy, short of patience and 
emotionally sensitive is said to have a "nervous 
temperament." 
Nothing- wrong with the health, 


however, and so we'll dismiss the nervous temper- 
ament with a mere suggestion that it is the normal 
expression of ductless gland activities, rather a racial 
trait than a family or hereditary endowment. 


The extreme degree of "nervousness" is hysteria, 


a state in which an idea has control of the mind and 
hence determines the behavior. The extraordinary 
behavior of an hysterical subject is no amore in- 
tentional than is the convulsion of the epileptic 
and that fact sharply distinguishes hysteria from 
"hysterics" in the popular sense, or mere tran- 
trums, a case of raising ructions, or the roof out of 
pure cussedness, unbridled e.motion and sf childish 
desire to let off steam. Most genuinely hysterical 
patients are quiet and docile and the experienced 
physician alone recognizes the basis of their re- 
markable symptoms—the laity seldom does, and 
since hysteria proper mimics about every other con- 
dition under the sun except perhaps "hysterics," 
and comes and goes as mysteriously as warts or 
hives, there is obviously a grand opportunity for 
miracles to happen in' such eases, particularly if 
the healer employs a remedial measure sufficiently 
odd or novel in itself to impress the mind. When 
we consider that hysterical paralysis, aphonia (loss 
of speech) or amblyopia (blindness) seems very real 
to the ordinary observer, and also that it is human 
nature to proclaim spectacular recoveries widely 
and take recoveries under conventional treatment 
as a matter of course, we beg'n to understand mod- 
ern miracles. 


'Nervousness" is a cloak wfiich the patient will- 


ingly wears and the doctor sometimes offers to cover 
the naked truth. People don't always care to par- 
ade the naked truth before thr.ir neighbors. Neigh- 
bors? Nay, lots of people prefer not to look upon 
the naked truth themselves. 
And so some doctor 


of old sprang this happy notioa of "nerves." "weak 
nerves," "nerve exhaustion" or just "nervousness" 
a great labor saver for the easy going doctors, a 
worry saver for folks. Doctors are learing to labor, 
having Ions since learned to wait. Even nervous 
folks should worry today; tomorrow may be too 
late.

Panama Canal It 


Safe At Night 


Many people have an idea that the 


Panama Canal runs from east to west 
straight across the isthmus; the axis 
of the Isthmus runs from southwest 
to northwest. The canal 
was built 


from northwest to southeast, almost 
at right angles to the strip of land, 
and the Pacific end of it is about 27 
miles cast of the Atlantic end. 


Both entrances to the canal are pro- 


tected by breakwaters, A thorough 
system of lights and buoys makes the 
canal as safe to use at night as by 
day. 


The passage between the Atlantic 


ocean and Gatun lake is made by 
thre steps of Gatun locks. 
On the 


Pacific side the passage between the 
summit level (Gatun lake level) and 
the Pacific 
is made by means of 


Pedro Miguel Lock, Mira Flores Lake 
and Mira 
Flores^ Locks. 
A set of 


three locks to malce the whole step at 
one time would have been built on 
the Pacific side if it had been pos- 
sible to secure a site affording a firm 
rock foundation large enough to ac- 
commodate them. 


The flights are duplicate (or double- 


barreled) so that ships may be passed 
in opposite directions simultaneously. 


The canal is capable of handling 


the largest ships now in existence. 


It could handle about 48 ships of 


usual size in a day, or about 17,000 
in a year.—From Adventure 
Maga 


zine for December.

A. Undesirable odors and flavors 


can be decreased in intensity or re-

pronounced, by 


heating the facts with a good grade 
of charcoal. To each pound of chop- 
ped, 
unrendered fat add 12 pieces of 


clean, hardwood charcoal about the 
size of a walnut and render the fat in 
a double boiler. Allow the charcoal 
to remain in the melted fat for about 
2 hours and stir the mixture occasion- 
ally. It is necessary to strain the fat 
through flannel or other closely wov- 
en cloth to remove all the fine parti- 
cals of charcoal. 
If the odor As very 


pronounced, more charcoal IS needed 
and the mixture requires longer heat- 
ing. 
The characteristic yellow color 


of the beef fat will be removed and a 
white odorless fat secured.
